REMARKS 



Claims 1-9 are pending. Support for these claims can be found throughout the specification, for 
example, on page 3, lines 7-18; page 4, lines 6-9; and page 24, lines 9-17. 

The claimed invention is described and enabled by the specification. Although it is not 
required, applicant submits herewith a Declaration, under 37 C.F.R, § 1.132, of Dr. Peter Leskovar 
which describes an accepted animal model method for treating cancer that supports the claimed 
invention. 
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The claimed invention comprises a method of treating cancer in a subject, comprising 
eliminating suppressor cells in the subject (see in the Declaration, page 2, second full paragraph), 
preactivating lymphocytes from the subject ex vivo (see page 3, second paragraph, where it is shown 
that donor mouse splenocytes are the equivalent of human activated lymphocytes), and injecting the 
activated lymphocytes into the subject, thereby treating the cancer (see page 5, first full paragraph). 
The data from the Declaration clearly show that the claimed method prolongs the life of subjects with 
cancer. Thus, there is a very strong basis for believing that the claimed invention will be effective for 
treating cancer. 

Consideration of the Declaration and making the same of record in the prosecution of the 
above-noted application are respectfully requested.
